A Message From George 


As I have been in the seed business 
for the past twenty-four years, this 
is the starting of our Silver Anniver- 
sary. We are not going to have a 
great deal to say, only, to thank you 
all for the good business you have 
given to me in the past, hoping you 
will continue in the future, as I am in 
hopes to be here for some time to 
come. 


I might repeat a few things I 
have told before. I was born at 
Viarshall, Wisconsin. Lived on a 
farm until my folks came to Mar- 
shall, Minnesota in 1901, farmed here 
until I went into the seed game. The 
first location was the Old Catholic 
Chu:ch, handling nothing but seed 
corn. When we moved to our pres- 
ent location we added farm seeds. A 
few years later we enlarged the busi- 
ness by adding bulk garden seeds, also 
flower seeds. Our garden seed busi- 
ness has increased each year. We al- 
so sell tomato, cabbage, and sweet 
potato plants in season. 
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Last year we sold 23,000 tomato 
plants, 31,000 cabbage and 2,000 
sweet potato plants to say nothing 
of a great number of onion inputs 
and sets. 


I may be a farmer again as I 
bought a Big Farm of 40 acres, a few 
months ago, east of Marshall. We 
never can tell what might take place 
as we must win the war. If I can 
help by raising more crops, I will 
sure do so. Perhaps I am like the 
farmer that a high powered salesman 
was trying to sell him a bicycle, to 
save gas and tires. The farmer not 
being interested replied, ‘‘I’d rather 
buy a cow.” “But think,” said the 
salesman, ‘‘what a fool you’d look 
riding about on a cow.” Answered, 
the farmer, “Not half such a fool 
as I’d look trying to milk a bicycle.” 


This may not be the best year for 
a seedsman, as there no doubt will 
be a shortage of some varieties of 
seed. <A little free advice wouldn’t 
hurt anybody. I'll say it might be a 
wise thing to order your seed early 
whether you order from us or some 
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other place. Due to tire and gas ra- 
tioning, if you are unable to get to 
Marshall we will gladly fill all mail 
orders of 50c or over post paid. We 
expect to carry a full line to start 
with, but never can tell how long the 
supply will last. 


I will try not to let the following 
happen to you. A group of farmers 
were complaining about the bugs last 
summer. One farmer said, “the pesky 
critters et my whole crop up in two 
weeks.” “Why, they et my crop up in 
two days, then roosted on the trees 
to see if I’'d plant more,” said another 
farmer. The seedsman over hearing — 
the above, cleared his throat, piped 
up, “Gents,” he said, “all that’s very 
remarkable. Let me tell you, though, 
what I saw in our own store. A 
couple of bugs examining the books 
a week before planting time to see 
who had bought seed.” Proves both 
farmers and bugs are no fools. 


One more story, then I think I 
had better stop. 
A farmer and his wife went to the 
Cities for a few days of sight seeing, 
eT ae 
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and when they checked out of the 
hotel the proprietor handed him a bill 
for fifty dollars. In turn the farmer 
declared he would pay only twenty- 
five dollars of it, as he had not eaten 
any meals at the hotel. “But they 
were here for you,” insisted the hotel 
proprietor, and you offer to pay me 
only half-half my bill?” “Yes,” re- 
torted the farmer, ‘and you kissed 
my wife while we were here.’ The 
hotel man hotly replied, “I did noth- 
ing of the kind.” “Well,” the farmer 
said, ‘“‘she was here for you.”

Anniversary we will gladly accept 
paper money as well as silver. One 
thing about seeds they are not ra- 
tioned as yet, you can buy all you 
want just as long as we have any 
therefore be wise, order early and 
plant a large Victory Garden.

Our seed all comes to us in sealed 
and branded bags, and is of the Ist 
grade. You have likely been hearing 
over the radio about the cheap seed 
you can buy. If you have, send for 
sample and see then if you want the 
grade of seed advertised. 


Northern Grown Alfalfa 


This does not need any explanation 
as everybody knows how good it is 
and every farm should have a few 
acres. 


Do not buy Alfalfa seed that is 
offered cheap as it may be southern 
grown seed which is always cheaper 
than northern grown seed. The 
southern grown alfalfa, grown from 
this seed will not stand our cold win- 
ters. 


This year the Minnesota law says 
that no Grimm’s Alfalfa can be sold 
without a state seal so do not be mis- 
led by buying cheaper seed from 
some other state that does not have 
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that law. Our seed is the blue tag 
or the best grade, put up in towel 
bags 80 to 60 pounds each and the 
price for that kind of Grimm’s AI- 
Bemeemeeper Ib, Se 55¢ 


Our Cossack Alfalfa, as perhaps 
you all know, is a hardy plant, as 
much so as Grimm’s but makes a 
finer grade of hay.
